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Supporters of Iran deal nearing a 
key vote total to back up Obama

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sup¬ 
porters of the Iran nucle¬ 
ar deal are on the cusp 
of clinching the neces¬ 
sary U.S. Senate votes to 
keep the contested agree¬ 
ment alive and hand Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama a ma¬ 
jor foreign policy victory, in 
spite of furious opposition. 
Democratic Sens. 

Bob Casey and Chris Coons 
on Tuesday became the 
32nd and 33rd senators to 
announce support for the 
deal, just one shy of the 34 
votes needed to uphold 
an Obama veto of Repub¬ 
lican legislation aimed at 
blocking the agreement. 
“This agreement will sub¬ 
stantially constrain the 
Iranian nuclear program 
for its duration, and com¬ 
pared with all realistic alter¬ 
natives, it is the best option 
available to us at this time,” 
Casey said in a statement. 
In remarks at the University 
of Delaware, Coons said: “I 
will support this agreement 
despite its flaws because it 
is the better strategy for the 
United States to lead a co¬ 
alesced global community 
in containing the spread of 
nuclear weapons.” 

Earlier Tuesday Sen. Ben 
Cardin, top Democrat on 
the Foreign Relations Com¬ 
mittee, predicted that 


Obama would get to 34 
votes by week’s end. 
Republicans in Congress 
and on the presidential 
campaign unanimously 
oppose the deal, which 
aims to curb Iran’s nuclear 
program in exchange for 
relief from economic sanc¬ 
tions. 

The Israeli government is 
vehemently against it, con¬ 
tending concessions made 
to Iran could empower that 
country, which has sworn 
to destroy Israel. But critics 
have failed to use Con¬ 
gress’ summer recess to 
turn the tide against the 
agreement, despite a 
multimillion-dollar lobbying 
campaign funded by the 
powerful American Israel 
Public Affairs Committee, 
or AIPAC. 

Only two Democratic sena¬ 
tors have come out against 
the deal — Chuck Schum- 
er and Robert Menendez 
— while in recent weeks 
undeclared Democratic 
senators, even from con¬ 
servative red states, have 
broken in favor one after 
another. 

With 34 votes looking to 
be within reach, support¬ 
ers have begun to aim 
for 41 votes, which would 
block the disapproval 
resolution from passing in 
the first place and would 
spare Obama from having

to use his veto pen. That 
would require at least eight 
of the remaining 11 unde¬ 
clared Democratic sena¬ 
tors to back the deal. 

In a session with students 
at Johns Hopkins Univer¬ 
sity, Cardin, who said he 
remains undecided, dis¬ 
cussed the pros and cons 
and said he will decide 
based on which approach 
is likeliest to keep Iran from 
becoming a nuclear- 
weapons state. 

As a top-ranking Jewish 
Democrat, Cardin is the 
most-watched undeclared 
senator. 

“I think it’s a tough call 
and I sort of bristle when 
people say this is such an 
easy decision, why haven’t 
you made it," Cardin said. 
“I don’t think it is an easy 
judgment call. I think there 
are high risks either way.” 
Cardin said the pressures 
from both sides have been 
enormous. AIPAC was host¬ 
ing an event in a Baltimore 


suburb on Tuesday evening 
aimed at elevating op¬ 
position on Cardin’s home 
turf, but in a statement 
the group's spokesman 
stopped short of holding 
out hope for blocking the 
deal. 

“Three facts about this 
flawed deal are crys¬ 
tal clear - polls show the 
American people reject 
it, a bipartisan majority in 
Congress will oppose it 
and no major arms control 
agreement has ever been 
approved with only the 
support of a partisan con¬ 
gressional minority," said 
AIPAC spokesman Marshall 
Wittmann. 

The disapproval resolution 
would be sure to pass the 
Republican-led House, but 
there, too. Democratic 
leader Nancy Pelosi has 
pledged to muster enough 
votes to sustain Obama’s 
veto — which could only be 
overturned with two-thirds 
votes in both chambers. □

SEWARD, Alaska (AP) — 

President Barack Obama 
stared down a melting gla¬ 
cier in Alaska on Tuesday in 
a dramatic use of his presi¬ 
dential pulpit to sound the 
alarm on climate change. 
From a distance. Exit Gla¬ 
cier appears as a river of 
white and blue flowing 
down through the moun¬ 
tains toward lower terrain. 
In fact, it’s just the oppo¬ 
site. The 2-mile-long chock 
of solid ice has been re¬ 
treating at a faster and 
faster pace in recent years 
— more than 800 feet since 
2008, satellite tracking 
shows. 

“This is as good of a signpost 
for what we're dealing with 
on climate change as just 
about anything," Obama 
said, with the iconic glacier 
at his back. 

Obama trekked up to the 
glacier with photogra¬ 


phers in tow in a carefully 
choreographed excursion 
aimed at calling attention 
to the ways human activ¬ 


ity is degrading cherished 
natural wonders. The visit to 
Kenai Fjords National Park, 
where the glacier is locat¬ 


ed, formed the apex of 
Obama’s three-day tour of 
Alaska, his most concerted 
campaign yet on climate 


change. 

The president, dressed 
for the elements in a rug¬ 
ged coat and sunglasses, 
observed how signposts 
along his hike recorded 
where the glacier once 
stood and now only dry 
land remains. 

“We want to make sure 
that our grandkids can see 
this,” Obama said, describ¬ 
ing the glacier as “spec¬ 
tacular.” 

Obama is counting on 
Alaska’s exquisite but de¬ 
teriorating landscape to 
elicit a sense of urgency 
for his call to action on cli¬ 
mate change. He opened 
the trip on Monday night 
with a speech painting a 
doomsday scenario for the 
world barring urgent steps 
to cut emissions: entire na¬ 
tions submerged underwa¬ 
ter, cities abandoned and 
refugees fleeing in droves 
as conflict breaks out 
across the globeO 
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Bush-Trump dispute intensifies. Bush hitting back

MIAMI (AP) — The feud 
between Republican presi¬ 
dential front-runner Donald 
Trump and rival candidate 
Jeb Bush appears to be in¬ 
tensifying. 

Bush’s 2016 presidential 
campaign put out a video 
Tuesday that shows old 
clips of Trump talking more 
like a Democrat than a Re¬ 
publican. 

And while campaigning in 
Miami on Tuesday, the for¬ 
mer Florida governor said 
Trump only resorts to in¬ 
sults because he can’t talk 
about issues. 

“He personalizes every¬ 
thing," Bush said. “If you're 
not totally in agreement 
with him, you’re an idiot, 
you're stupid, you have no 
energy, blah, blah, blah. 
That’s what he does.” 
Trump tweeted in response: 
“Yet another weak hit by 
a candidate with a failing 
campaign." The video and 
Bush’s sharper comments 
come as his poll numbers 
are down nationwide as 
well as in the key early vot¬ 
ing states. Trump maintains 
a sizable lead over his rivals 
in those polls. 

Bush, the son and brother 
of former presidents, en¬ 
tered the race as the fa¬ 
vorite of the party estab¬ 
lishment, with a much larg¬ 
er campaign chest than 
his rivals. But he has failed 
to catch on with the base 
of Republican primary vot¬ 
ers and finds himself in the 


Trump, the reality TV star 
and real estate mogul, has 
soared to the top of polls of 
Republican primary voters 
and is drawing the largest 
crowds among Republi¬ 
cans to his rallies. Trump has 
made a tough immigration 
policy the focal point of his 
campaign, casting Bush, 
whose wife is Mexican, as 
being too soft on curbing 
illegal immigration. Trump, 
who is largely self-financ¬ 
ing his campaign, has also 
mocked Bush as being a 
“low-energy” campaigner 
and too beholden to his 
major campaign donors.Q 


U.S. presidential hopeful

Spokeswoman Olivia Per- 
ez-Cubas told The Associ¬ 
ated Press that the Florida 
senator will meet with sup¬ 
porters on Friday in the 
capital of San Juan. 
Rubio’s one-day visit will 
coincide with that of Dem¬ 
ocrat Hillary Clinton. He is 
scheduled to attend a 


fundraiser before the rally. 
Former Maryland Gov. 
Martin O’Malley visited 
Puerto Rico last month, 
becoming the first Demo¬ 
cratic presidential can¬ 
didate to make a cam¬ 
paign stop on the island 
this year. GOP presidential 
hopeful Jeb Bush arrived 
in late April for a fundraiser 
and a town hall meeting 
in which he endorsed the 
idea of statehood for the 
territory.

INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — The

“This wasn’t just kid talk on 
the computer," he said. 
Simpson said Norton post¬ 
ed a threatening remark 
after an online modera¬ 
tor banned him from a fo¬ 
rum for ridiculing another 
participant^ 


raphy involving 12 minors 
between March 2011 and 
April 2015, prosecutors said. 
None of the minors were 
aware they were being 
filmed while nude, chang¬ 
ing clothes, or engaged in 
other activities, prosecutors 
said.

Parents of women 
killed on California 
pier now file claims

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

The parents of a San Fran¬ 
cisco woman who was fa¬ 
tally shot by a man in the 
country illegally said Tues¬ 
day that federal and local 
authorities contributed to 
the death of their daughter 
through negligence and 
bureaucratic bungling. 

The family alleges in legal 
claims that a Bureau of 
Land Management rang¬ 
er left his loaded service 
weapon in a backpack in 
plain view in his car before 
the weapon was stolen in 
June. 

The semi-automatic pistol 
was later used in the July 1 
killing of 32-year-old Kath¬ 
ryn Steinle. 

BLM spokeswoman Martha 
Maciel said the agency is 
cooperating with the in¬ 
vestigation of the shooting 
but she declined further 
comment. 

The family and their attor¬ 
neys filed three separate 
legal claims seeking un¬ 
specified damages from 
the BLM, San Francisco 
Sheriff's Department and 
the U.S. Department of 
Homeland Security. The 
family said it would file law¬ 
suits if the claims are de¬ 
nied. 

The parents said they were 
filing the legal claims to 
prevent a similar tragedy. 
“We’re here not only for 
Kate, we're here for every 
citizen of this country who 
comes to San Francisco,” 
Jim Steinle, the father of 
the victim, said at a news 
conference at City Hall. “If 
you think this can’t happen 
to you, think again."

Construction spending reaches highest level in 7 years

WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. 
construction spending in 
July climbed to its highest 
level in more than seven 
years, boosted by an in¬ 
crease in the building of 
houses, factories and pow¬ 
er plants. 

The Commerce Depart¬ 
ment said Tuesday that 
construction spending rose 
0.7 percent to a season¬ 
ally adjusted annual rate 
of $1.08 trillion, the highest 
level since May 2008. The 
report also revised up the 


June increase in construc¬ 
tion spending to 0.7 per¬ 
cent from 0.1 percent pre¬ 
viously. 

Ground breakings for hous¬ 
es, apartment complexes 
and commercial centers 
have helped to improve 
overall economic growth. 
The government said last 
week that the U.S. econ¬ 
omy expanded at an an¬ 
nual rate of 3.7 percent in 
the April-June quarter, after 
having edged up just 0.6 
percent in the first quarter. 
"We expect housing activ¬ 
ity will continue to strength- 


US factory output up in August 
at slowest pace since May ‘13

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 

strong dollar and China’s 
economic slowdown 
dragged growth at U.S. 
factories to the lowest level 
since May 2013. 

The Institute for Supply 
Management reported 
Tuesday that its manufac¬ 
turing index slid to 51.1 last 
month from 52.7 in July. It 
was the second straight 
drop; economists had 
been expecting the index 
to rebound modestly in Au¬ 
gust. Anything above 50 
signals growth. 

The report suggests that 


a strong dollar and slow¬ 
ing growth in China and 
other foreign markets may 
be taking a toll on U.S. 
manufacturers and per¬ 
haps the overall American 
economy. The rising dollar 
makes U.S. goods more 
expensive in foreign mar¬ 
kets. Two surveys released 
Tuesday showed that Chi¬ 
nese manufacturers con¬ 
tinue to struggle. The ISM, a 
trade group of purchasing 
managers, reported that 
growth fell in U.S. factory 
production, employment 
and exports. Raw materials 
prices dropped for the 10th 
straight month.Q

After Thursday's construc¬ 
tion spending report, ana¬

streets. The gains from resi¬ 
dential construction have 
laid a foundation for broad¬ 
er economic growth since 
the beginning of 2014, af¬ 
ter the sector suffered se¬ 
vere setbacks during the

KIEV, Ukraine (AP) — 

Ukraine’s parliament major¬ 
ity showed cracks Tuesday 
after a right-wing party said 
it was leaving the coalition 
over a measure to give 
more power to Ukraine’s 
regions, including the reb¬ 
el-held east. 

The announcement from 


the Radical Party, which 
came in fifth in last year’s 
election, came as two 
more National Guard of¬ 
ficers died from injuries suf¬ 
fered in a grenade explo¬ 
sion, bringing the death 
toll to three from Monday's 
clashes between nation¬ 
alists and police outside 
Ukraine’s parliament. 

About 140 people were 
hospitalized following the 


violence, most of them law 
enforcement officers, the 
Interior Ministry said. 

Most of the 100 violent pro¬ 
testers were members of 
Svoboda, a Ukrainian na¬ 
tionalist party that holds 
only a handful of seats in 
parliament. Wielding trun¬ 
cheons, pipes and sticks 
with nails, they faced off 
against police in riot gear. 
Investigators have sum¬ 


moned nearly 30 people 
for questioning includ¬ 
ing Svoboda leader Oleh 
Tyahnybok in connection 
with the clashes, the Inte¬ 
rior Ministry said Tuesday. A 
statement on the website 
of the Ukrainian president 
claimed that Svoboda, the 
Radical Party and one oth¬ 
er group were behind the 
rally Monday. 

President Petro Poroshenko 
met with the country’s top 
law enforcement officers 
and urged for a speedy 
investigation into the clash¬ 
es. Prosecutor General 
Viktor Shokin said the per¬ 
petrators and organizers 
of the clashes would face 
lengthy prison terms on 
charges of carrying out a 
terrorist attack. Parliament 
speaker Volodymyr Grois¬ 
man urged all political par¬ 
ties Tuesday to condemn 
violence and rally around 
the president and his plans 
to devolve powers, but the 
Radical Party led by Oleh 
Lyashko said it would now 
officially oppose Porosh¬ 
enko and his plan, which 
they believe threatens the 
country's sovereignty. 
Russian Foreign Ministry 


spokesman Sergey Lav¬ 
rov said Monday’s clashes 
showed the “danger of flirt¬ 
ing with extremists.” 

The decentralization of 
power was a condition 
demanded by Russia for 
a truce signed in Febru¬ 
ary aimed at ending the 
fighting between Ukrainian 
government troops and 
Russia-backed separat¬ 
ists that has left more than 
6,800 people dead since 
April 2014. 

Poroshenko has found him¬ 
self in a tight spot with the 
bill, attracting the ire of na¬ 
tionalists who accuse him 
of undermining Ukraine's in¬ 
dependence. At the same 
time, the Russian-backed 
rebels say the bill does 
not give them as much as 
power as they want. 
Lyashko, who came in 
third in Ukraine’s May 2014 
presidential election, said 
Tuesday he will demand a 
referendum to discuss the 
measure.

Hungary bars migrants from trains; smugglers wait in wings

BUDAPEST, Hungary (AP) — 

Hungary stunned migrants 
and European partners 
Tuesday by blocking asy¬ 
lum-seekers from its west¬ 
bound trains, a move that 
raised new challenges for 
the EU’s passport-free travel 
zone and could drive many 
into the reckless hands of 
cross-border smugglers. 
Hungary’s right-wing na¬ 
tionalist government de¬ 
fended its U-turn — just 
days after it started permit¬ 
ting migrants on the trains 
without any coherent immi¬ 


gration controls at all — as 
necessary to send a get- 
tough signal. Cabinet minis¬ 
ters told lawmakers that the 
nation, struggling to cope 
with more than 150,000 ar¬ 
rivals this year, was deter¬ 
mined to seal its borders to 
unwelcome travelers from 
the Middle East, Asia and 
Africa. 

Human rights activists criti¬ 
cized the action as futile 
and reckless, given that 
eastern European gangs 
have mobilized fleets of ve¬ 
hicles for illegally transport¬ 
ing migrants to Austria, Ger¬ 
many and elsewhere — but 
at steep prices and in often 


dangerous conditions. They 
warned that blocking pub¬ 
lic transportation would in¬ 
crease risks of a repeat of 
last week's tragedy when 
the bodies of 71 people, 
apparently suffocated, 
were found in the back of 
an abandoned truck near 
Vienna, Austria. 

“There is no logic behind 
what Hungary is doing: Yes¬ 
terday they let migrants use 
the trains, and today they 
do not,” Gabor Gyulai, ref¬ 
ugee program coordinator 
fora Budapest-based rights 
group called the Hungar¬ 
ian Helsinki Committee, 
told The Associated Press. 


“By not allowing them to 
move onward into Europe 
in a regular manner by buy¬ 
ing a ticket, it's a certainty 
that this new policy will 
push them into the hands 
of smugglers. It is a terrible 
outcome.” 

Confusion reigned at Bu¬ 
dapest’s central Keleti train 
station as migrants arrived 
with tickets in hand, often 
costing 200 euros ($225) 
each or more, intending to 
take the morning service 
to Vienna and the south¬ 
ern German city of Mu¬ 
nich. Barring their way were 
lines of maroon-capped 
Hungarian police, some of 


them in body armor. 

Police initially suspended 
all services at Keleti and 
blocked its grand main en¬ 
trance. Within hours, non¬ 
migrant passengers were 
allowed through a side en¬ 
trance after showing pass¬ 
ports, visas or other national 
IDs, while Hungarian speak¬ 
ers were waved through. 
Hungarian State Railways 
announced it would not sell 
tickets to customers with¬ 
out proper ID and, where 
required, visas. It said cus¬ 
tomers could buy tickets 
only for themselves unless 
they showed valid IDs and 
visas for every passenger.Q 
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Iranian Guard chief says America ‘still the Great Satan’

TEHRAN, Iran (AP) — The 

head of Iran's elite Revo¬ 
lutionary Guard said Tues¬ 
day that the U.S. is still the 
“Great Satan,” regardless 
of the nuclear deal struck 
with Americans and world 
powers over the Islamic Re¬ 
public’s contested nuclear 
program. 

The comments by Gen. 


Mohammad Ali Jafari, 
reported by the official 
Guard website, said that 
“the enmity against Iranian 
nation by the U.S. has not 
lessened and it has been 
increased.” 

“We should not be de¬ 
ceived by the U.S.,” Jafari 
reportedly said. 

“It wants to infiltrate into 
Iran, resorting to new instru¬ 
ments and method." 


The Guard and hard-liners 
remain suspicious of the 
U.S., even as authorities 
look over the historic ac¬ 
cord that curbs Iran's nu¬ 
clear program in return to 
lifting economic sanctions. 
Earlier Tuesday, Ayatol¬ 
lah Mohammad Yazdi, the 
head of powerful Iran’s Ex¬ 
perts Assembly, which over¬ 
sees the nation’s Supreme 
Leader and institutions un¬ 


der his supervision, also said 
the nuclear deal will not al¬ 
ter Iran’s foreign policy to¬ 
ward the United States. 
“The Islamic Republic of 
Iran considers the U.S. its 
No. 1 enemy,” Yazdi said. 
“If you try to discover the 
root of the sedition that is 
happening around us to¬ 
day, you will identify U.S. as 
its main supporter.” 

His remarks echo those 


earlier made by Iran’s Su¬ 
preme Leader, Ayatollah 
Ali Khamenei. 

But while Khamenei hasn’t 
said whether he supports 
the nuclear deal, he has 
praised the work of the 
country’s negotiators.

of suicide attacks by the 
Islamic State group outside 
a town in Iraq's western An¬ 
bar province on Tuesday 
killed 12 soldiers and allied 
Sunni militiamen, military 
and hospital officials said. 
They said the attack began 
when IS militants shelled 
army and militia positions 
outside the town of Ha- 
ditha with mortars. They fol¬ 
lowed up with two suicide 
bombers who blew them¬ 
selves up near the troops 
and later with three suicide 
car bombings. Five soldiers 
and three Sunni tribesmen 
were wounded in the at¬ 
tacks, the officials said. 
Airstrikes by the U.S.-led al¬ 
liance destroyed six IS ve¬ 
hicles and killed 13 militants 


as they approached the 
site, where heavy clashes 
erupted, said the officials, 
who spoke on condition of 
anonymity because they 
were not authorized to 
speak to the media. 

Much of the vast and pre¬ 
dominantly Sunni Anbar 
province is under IS con¬ 
trol, including the provin¬ 
cial capital Ramadi and 
the key city of Fallujah. Ha- 
ditha, on the Euphrates river 
and home to a major dam 
and hydroelectric power 
station, is in government 
hands. The government 
of Iraq's self-ruled Kurdish 
region, meanwhile, said IS 
militants fired a homemade 
rocket carrying “chemi¬ 
cal substances” at Kurdish 
peshmerga forces near the 
Mosul Dam in northern Iraq 
on Monday.

Palestinians: Abbas says won’t seek top PLO, Fatah posts

RAMALLAH, West Bank 
(AP) — Palestinian Presi¬ 
dent Mahmoud Abbas has 
told political confidants he 
won’t seek re-election to 
the top posts in the Pales¬ 
tine Liberation Organiza¬ 
tion or his Fatah movement 
in upcoming elections, two 
participants in the meeting 
said Tuesday. 


In such a scenario, Abbas 
would still retain his most 
important post, as presi¬ 
dent of the Palestinian self- 
rule government. 

Rumors have been swirling 
that the 80-year-old plans 
to step down as president, 
after a decade on the job, 
because all roads to Pal¬ 
estinian statehood appear 
blocked. 

Critics have cast Abbas' 


latest moves, including ar¬ 
ranging for internal PLO 
elections, as an attempt 
to consolidate control and 
sideline opponents. 
Currently, Abbas holds the 
three top positions in Pal¬ 
estinian politics — as presi¬ 
dent, head of the PLO and 
Fatah chief. 

In mid-September, the Pal¬ 
estinians' parliament-in- 
exile is to meet in the West 


Bank town of Ramallah 
to elect a new Executive 
Committee. 

Traditionally, the com¬ 
mittee has elected the 
head of the PLO. If Abbas 
doesn’t run for the com¬ 
mittee, he would ostensi¬ 
bly not be eligible for the 
PLO's top job. 

A new Executive Commit¬ 
tee would create a pool 
of potential Abbas succes¬ 


sors and would give him a 
say when the time comes. 
He has not designated a 
successor, though he has 
given increasing respon¬ 
sibilities to veteran Pal¬ 
estinian peace negotia¬ 
tor Saeb Erekat in recent 
months. 

Fatah, meanwhile, plans 
to hold elections for a 
new leadership in late

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China parade draws Putin, but few other major world leaders

BEIJING (AP) — Russian 
leader Vladimir Putin, South 
Korean President Park 
Geun-hye and U.N. Secre¬ 
tary General Ban Ki-moon 
shine at the top of China's 
guest list at this week's 
grand commemorations of 
the 70th anniversary of Ja¬ 
pan’s defeat in World War 
II. After them, the wattage 
gets pretty low. 

Beijing says the atten¬ 
dance of 30 overseas lead¬ 
ers from countries ranging 
from Mongolia to Egypt 
to Venezuela is a sign that 
China’s long-undervalued 
contributions to that victory 
in 1945 are finally getting 


their proper due. 

That’s clouded, however, 
by the absence of high- 
level representatives from 
major Western democra¬ 
cies whose forces were 
key in the Allied victory, 
such as the United States, 
Britain, France and Austra¬ 
lia. Given Beijing’s political 
repression at home and its 
aggressive moves to as¬ 
sert territorial claims in the 
region, many countries ap¬ 
pear reluctant to associate 
too closely with an event 
calculated to elevate the 
Communist Party and its 
leader. President Xi Jinping, 
on the world stage. 

China on Thursday cele¬ 
brates what it calls the Vic¬ 


tory of the Chinese People's 
Resistance Against Japa¬ 
nese Aggression and World 
Anti-Fascist War, which 
marks the day after Japan 
formally surrendered to the 
Allies aboard a U.S. na¬ 
val ship 70 years ago. Four 
years later, Mao Zedong’s 
Communists overthrew the 
Nationalists who had led 
the fight against Japan, 
and established the Peo¬ 
ple’s Republic that endures 
to this day as a one-party 
autocratic state. 

The festivities in Beijing will 
be centered on a massive 
military parade featuring 
more than 12,000 troops, 
scores of warplanes and 
more than 500 pieces of 
hardware including tanks, 
artillery and intercontinen¬ 
tal ballistic missiles. 

Britain, Germany and Ja¬ 
pan are dispatching only 
retired government lead¬ 
ers, including former British 


Prime Minister Tony Blair. 
The U.S. will be represented 
only by its ambassador to 
China, Max Baucus. 

Just one head of state from 
a European Union country 
will attend: Czech Presi¬ 
dent Milos Zeman. 

“I think one has to under¬ 
stand that there has al¬ 
ways been an uneasiness 
(about) these kinds of mili¬ 
tary parades,” said Hans Di- 
etmar Schweisgut, the EU’s 
top diplomat in Beijing. 

Also on the guest list; Su¬ 
dan’s President Omar al- 
Bashir, who is wanted by 
the International Criminal 
Court on charges of geno¬ 
cide and war crimes. In 
June he cut short a visit to 
South Africa while judges 
deliberated on whether he 
should be arrested. 

China is not a party to the 
treaty that established the 
ICC, but it’s a permanent 
member of the Security 


Council that referred the 
situation in Sudan's Darfur 
region to the court in 2005. 
“China will accord him the 
treatment he needs when 
he is in China,” Chinese For¬ 
eign Ministry spokeswoman 
Hua Chunying told report¬ 
ers on Tuesday, saying that 
concerns about his pres¬ 
ence were “overwrought.” 
Even Kim Jong Un of North 
Korea, which counts China 
as its closest ally, is skipping 
the event, instead send¬ 
ing the secretary of the rul¬ 
ing Korean Workers Party, 
Choe Ryong Hae. Kim has 
not left his own nation since 
taking power in late 2011. 

A grab-bag of nations, 
meanwhile, has dis¬ 
patched contingents to¬

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Wobbly EU economy may get 
bigger push from central bank

FRANKFURT, Germany (AP) — When is a trillion euros 
not enough? Could be soon, in Europe’s shaky econ¬ 
omy. 

Analysts are already talking about when and how the 
European Central Bank might extend its 1.1 trillion-eu- 
ro ($1.2 trillion) stimulus program that has been run¬ 
ning for the past six months in an attempt to boost the 
modest recovery in the 19 countries that use the euro. 
They say ECB President Mario Draghi will likely use his 
news conference Thursday to underline the bank’s 
willingness to increase its efforts, if needed, to push up 
stubbornly weak inflation or limit any damage from 
the economic troubles in China. 

The stimulus program is slated to run through Septem¬ 
ber 2016, in monthly purchases of 60 billion euros of 
government and corporate bonds. The effort, called 
quantitative easing, or QE, pumps newly printed 
money into the economy. It is aimed at raising a rate 
of inflation that is so low as to provoke fears about the 
health of the economy. 

Yet the impact of the ECB’s program remains unclear. 
Despite major tail winds from low oil prices, a weak 
euro and massive central bank stimulus, the euro¬ 
zone’s economic recovery remains tepid. 

On the upside, banks are lending a bit more to com¬ 
panies. 

But on the negative side: 

— Inflation is stuck at a low 0.2 percent, a sign de¬ 
mand is too weak to drive up prices. 

— The latest survey of eurozone business and consum¬ 
er confidence ticked up in August. But it increased in 
only 11 of the 19 euro countries. In seven of them, it 
fell, including the biggest, Germany. One country, Ire¬ 
land, did not report data. 

— Unemployment, at 10.9 percent in July, is edging 
down only slowly. And huge disparities remain be¬ 
tween countries — Germany has a record low rate of 
4.7 percent while Greece’s is around 25 percent. 

— Economic growth was a modest 0.3 percent in the 
second quarter. 

Draghi made it clear at the time the stimulus program 
was announced in January that it could be extend¬ 
ed beyond September 2016 if inflation doesn't con¬ 
vincingly head higher. He may stress that willingness 
again when he speaks after a Thursday meeting of 
the bank’s governing council. Some, however, aren’t 
ruling out more concrete action at the meeting. 
Analysts at financial services group Nomura said they 
expected the ECB to take no new steps. But they 
added that “the risk of further ECB action has clearly 
increased.” ECB action, now or at coming meetings, 
could mean an extension of the stimulus program out 
to March 2017, Nomura analysts Nick Matthews and 
Norbert Aul wrote. They said the ECB could also make 
smaller tweaks, such as reviewing technical limits on 
its bond purchase that would open the way for ex¬ 
panding them.O

PM Harper denies Canada in recession

TORONTO (AP) — Canada 
has fallen into a recession, 
dragged down by falling 
energy prices and eco¬ 
nomic troubles in China. 
The Canadian economy 
retreated at an annual 
pace of 0.5 percent from 
April through June after 
sliding 0.8 percent the first 
three months of the year, 
Statistics Canada reported 
Tuesday. Two consecutive 
negative quarters are the 
technical definition of a re¬ 
cession. 

Canada is the world’s 11 th- 
biggest economy and the 
United States’ biggest trad¬ 
ing partner. The Canadian 
economy suffered far less 
damage from the financial 
crisis and Great Recession 
than its southern neighbor. 
The economic news could 
spell trouble for Prime Minis¬ 
ter Stephen Harper, whose 
Conservative Party al¬ 
ready faced an uphill bat¬ 
tle ahead of the Oct. 19. 
Election. Analysts call the 
three-way race a toss-up. 


Harper, campaigning for a 
fourth term on a record of 
economic growth, refused 
Tuesday to recognize that 
Canada is in a recession. 
But the data shows 
that business investment 
and commercial construc¬ 
tion fell sharply in Canada, 
reflecting cutbacks by en¬ 
ergy companies respond¬ 
ing to lower oil prices. 
Economists, however, ex¬ 
pressed confidence the 
Canadian economy will 
rebound. Mark Zandi, chief 
economist at Moody's 
Analytics, said the Cana¬ 
dian slowdown can be at 
least partially traced to 
the problems in China and 
said the weakness is largely 
confined to energy sector: 
“The rest of the Canadian 
economy is doing OK.” 
Moreover, the economy 
grew at 0.5 percent pace 
in June, first monthly gain in 
six months. “The economy 
is contracting through the 
first half of fhe year, buf 
fhe solid gain in June sug¬ 
gests that we’ll at least get 
a breather with a return to 


growth in the third quarter,” 
said CIBC chief economist 
Avery Shenfeld. 

Harper said the economy 
was bouncing back after a 
brief bump. He pointed to 
0.5 percent growth in June. 
“I think it's more important 
to describe the reality of 
the situation rather than to 
have labels,” Harper said. 
Harper called Canada an 
“island of stability” amid 
rough financial waters. The 
country avoided the worst 
of the 2008 global finan¬ 
cial crash and fared better 
than most nations. Unlike 
the U.S., it avoided a real 
estate market implosion or 
credit crisis. 

That was before oil prices 
plunged, dragging down 
Canada’s economy. Now 
Harper's bid to become 
the first Canadian leader 
to win four consecutive 
terms in over a century is 
far from assured. Harper re¬ 
minded Canadians of fheir 
recent prosperity Tuesday. 
The Conservatives have run 
small deficits and are prom¬ 
ising balanced budgets.Q

Bahamas unveils 
National park to 
protect its birds 

NASSAU, Bahamas (AP) 

— The Bahamas has un¬ 
veiled a new national park 
to help protect the winter 
homes of endangered At¬ 
lantic Coast shorebirds. 
The Joulter Cays National 
Park covers nearly 114,000 
acres (46,140 hectares) of 
uninhabited islands and 
sand flats northwest of Nas¬ 
sau. The designation will 
prohibit sand mining and 
recreational and commer¬ 
cial uses of that area. The 
National Audubon Society 
said Tuesday it worked on 
the park’s proposal along 
with the Bahamas National 
Trust. The Joulter Cays are 
a popular winter destina¬ 
tion for 13 bird species in¬ 
cluding piping plovers and 
red knots. More than 50 
percent of bird species in 
the Bahamas migrate from 
the U.S. and Canada. The 
national park is one of sev¬ 
eral new ones created as 
the Bahamas aims to pro¬ 
tect 6.18 million acres of 
land.Q 

Dominica seeking 
more aid to help 
after huge storm 

ROSEAU, Dominica (AP) 

— International aid has 
begun pouring into Domi¬ 
nica following the devas¬ 
tating passage of Tropical 
Storm Erika, but govern¬ 
ment officials are warning 
that more will be needed 
for the eastern Caribbean 
island to recover from the 
disaster. The government 
has sent out requests for 
aid to “every single leader 
in this world,” Prime Min¬ 
ister Roosevelt Skerrit said 
in a nationally broadcast 
speech late Monday. The 
country has already re¬ 
ceived emergency assis¬ 
tance from neighboring 
islands and other countries 
in the region and had re¬ 
ceived offers of additional 
assistance from the United 
States and elsewhere.

The first project from the 
partnership was ‘The 
Spark’, a single that fused 
EDM and pop and showed 
a new sound for Afrojack 
as an artist.

NORTON, Mass. (AP) — 

Jordan Spieth has missed 
three cuts on the PGA Tour 
this year, and The Barclays 
rated the most irritating for 
one reason. 

It was Spieth’s first tourna¬ 
ment as No. 1 in the world, 
and now he’s No. 2. There 
was no reason to be both¬ 
ered about that because 
the ranking could change 
next week, and the race 
for No. 1 could last for the 
rest of the year. Maybe 
even longer. No one likes 
missing cuts. But for Spieth, 
there are 10 million rea¬ 
sons why The Barclays was 
as good a time as any to 
have a weekend off, none 
related to the trip he made 
to Baltusrol ahead of next 
year’s PGA Championship.

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No. 2 Halep, No. 4 Wozniacki avoid upset bug at U.S. Open

NEW YORK (AP) — Caroline 
Wozniacki crashed John 
Isner’s post-match news 
conference, needling her 
good friend for arriving late 
to his interview session and 
delaying the start of hers. 
The fourth-seeded Wozni¬ 
acki was in quite a hurry 
Tuesday, when she need¬ 
ed just 67 minutes to win 
at the U.S. Open against 
an opponent making her 
Grand Slam debut. Those 
sorts of lopsided victories 
have been rare among 
the top women so far in the 
first round. 

Of the first 25 seeded play¬ 
ers to take the court, nine 
lost. Half of the top 10 
women are already out, 
counting third-seeded Ma¬ 
ria Sharapova's withdraw¬ 


al because of injury. 

This comes in a year when 
the main spectacle is 
whether Serena Williams 
can complete the first 


Grand Slam since Steffi 
Graf in 1988. Less than two 
days into the tournament, 
fewer and fewer top rivals 
stand in her way. 
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Even with Wozniacki in the 
audience, Isner stated the 
obvious about the wom¬ 
en’s field. 

“Caroline's got as good a 
shot as anyone. Obviously 
Serena is the favorite,” the 
13th-seeded American 
said after his own straight- 
set win. 

Sixth-seeded Lucie Safa¬ 
rova, who pushed Williams 
to three sets in the French 
Open final, was upset by 
37th-ranked Lesia Tsurenko 
earlier Tuesday. She said 
after losing 6-4, 6-1 that she 
was bothered by a strained 
abdominal muscle on her 
right side that she hurt in 
losing the New Haven final 
Saturday. 

Like Wozniacki, second- 
seeded Simona Halep had 
no trouble, moving on in 47 
minutes on a hot, humid 
day when Marina Erakovic 
retired in the second set. 
Halep was leading 6-2, 3-0. 
Wozniacki, last year’s U.S. 
Open runner-up to Wil¬ 
liams, beat NCAA champi¬ 
on Jamie Loeb 6-2, 6-0. The 
20-year-old Loeb earned a 
wild card into the draw by 
winning the college title as 
a sophomore at North Car¬ 
olina. 

Just four seeded women 
lost in the first round last 
year. Since the tournament 
started seeding 32 players 
in 2000, the largest number 
of women’s seeds to fall in 
the opening round was 10 
in 2012. 

On the men's side, second- 
seeded Roger Federer 
routed Leonardo Mayer 
of Argentina 6-1, 6-2, 6-2 
in a brisk 77 minutes. The 
34th-ranked Mayer had 
given the 17-time Grand 


Slam champion trouble in 
their only previous meet¬ 
ing, when Federer saved 
five match points to win in 
three sets in Shanghai last 
year. 

“I actually wasn’t so con¬ 
fident yesterday and to¬ 
day,” he said. “I just felt 
like maybe could be one 
of those matches I just 
couldn’t see it coming. So 
thankfully I took this match 
extremely serious. I thought 
at times almost I was tak¬ 
ing it a bit too serious. I got 
that lucky in Shanghai, so 
that's why it was just creep¬ 
ing around in my mind that 
maybe today was going to 
be a bad day.” 

American Donald Young 
rallied from down two sets 
and a break to stun 11th- 
seeded Gilles Simon. The 
68th-ranked Young won 
2-6, 4-6, 6-4, 6-4, 6-4 in 3 
hours, 34 minutes with a 
packed Court 17 urging 
him on. 

The 26-year-old Young’s 
career has been one of 
extremes, a one-time teen 
prodigy who has stumbled 
through some long los¬ 
ing streaks as a pro. He 
reached his second ATP 
final at Delray Beach in 
February, dropped nine 
straight tour-level matches 
from March through Au¬ 
gust, and then upset sixth- 
ranked Tomas Berdych in 
Montreal this month. 

Young had never before 
come back to win after los¬ 
ing the first two sets. 

Simon had been 5-0 
against Young. The French¬ 
man lost in the opening 
round for the first time in 
nine appearances at Flush¬ 
ing Meadows.Q 
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Doilq Happq Hour 5-6pm / Fridoq 5"7pm

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Because even if he were 
to miss the cut this week at 
the TPC Boston, not much 
will change. 

Listening to the top play¬ 
ers last week made it clear 
that only one tournament 
— The Tour Champion¬ 
ship — really matters if 
they want to win the FedEx 
Cup and its $10 million bo¬ 
nus. The rest of the playoff 
events might as well be lu¬ 
crative practice rounds. 
Yes, that’s a stretch. 

But it also might become a 
problem at some point for 
the PGA Tour. 

Spieth, much like Rory Mc- 
llroy last year and Tiger 
Woods on three occasions, 
has had such a dominant 
season that he was as¬ 
sured being among the 
top five players in the Fe¬ 
dEx Cup finale who had 
only to win at East Lake to 
take home golf's richest 
payoff. It doesn’t change 
if he misses the cut at The 
Barclays and Deutsche 
Bank Championship and 
plays poorly in the BMW 
Championship. That's the 
reward of a great season. 

It also doesn’t change if he 
were to have won all three 
playoff events going into 
Atlanta. Would his odds 
have been that much 
greater? 

There is no indication Spi¬ 
eth and other stars will be 
sitting out events, though 
it's worth listening to their 
comments going into the 
FedEx Cup playoffs. 

“After the major season is 
over, which is where we 
wanted to peak, we’ve sat 
back over the last week 
and said, ‘How can we 
get that same momentum 
to where we can try and 
peak for the Tour Champi¬ 
onship?”’ Spieth said when 
he arrived at Plainfield 
Country Club. 

Bubba Watson, who re¬ 
mained at No. 3 in the 


FedEx Cup with his third- 
place finish at The Barclays, 
reached the same conclu¬ 
sion. 

“It’s Atlanta that we’re 
all worried about,” Wat¬ 
son said after taking the 
36-hole lead at Plainfield 
Country Club. Woods 
(2007) and Jim Furyk (2010) 
are the only players to miss 
the opening playoff evenf 
and still win the FedEx Cup 
— Woods by choice, Furyk 
because he was disquali¬ 
fied for oversleeping and 
missing his pro-am. 

Mcllroy skipped The Bar¬ 
clays fhis year because 
he wanted an extra week 
to make sure his left ankle 
was fully recovered. He 
dropped six spots to No. 
15, meaning he will need 
a couple of strong finishes 
to get into the top five at 
East Lake. Mcllroy felt the 
sting of the FedEx Cup last 
year. The dominant player 
in golf, he had a pair of 
top 10s leading to Atlanta, 
finished second in the Tour 
Championship and lost out 
to a guy (Billy Horschel) 
who started at No. 69 and 
got hot at the right mo¬ 
ment. 

Horschel has only two top 
1 Os on the PGA Tour since. 
It's not part of Spieth's 
makeup to sit out. The 
22-year-old Texan is play¬ 
ing about 27 tournaments 
around the world each 
year. Will he change as he 
gets older? 

The PGA Tour is in a tough 
spot trying to balance a 
postseason that is compel¬ 
ling to the very end and 
a system that rewards the 
best player. 

If it’s a yearlong race, 
there will be times (such 
as Woods in 2007 or 2009) 
when the FedEx Cup in ef¬ 
fect is over before the Tour 
Championship. 

To guarantee the FedEx 
Cup finale is meaningful, 
fhe four resets the points 
going into the Tour Cham¬ 
pionship to give everyone 
a chance. Furyk was No. 


11 when he won in 2010. A 
year later. Bill Haas was No. 
25 when he won the Tour 
Championship — his only 
victory that year — and the 
$10 million bonus. 

Two solutions should be 
considered down the road. 
Keep it a yearlong race 
and gradually increase 
the value of points in each 
playoff event, ramping it 
up even more for fhe Tour 
Championship. More play¬ 
ers might have a chance, 
though it doesn’t as easily 
punish greatness. □

A famous French connois¬ 
seur of good food and 
drink, Jean Anfhelme Brillaf- 
Savarin in 1825 said, “Tell 
me what you eat and I 
will tell you what you are”. 
In the 1920s and 30s, the 
nutritionist Victor Lindlahr, 
who believed that food 
controls health, developed 
the Catabolic Diet. Vic¬ 
tor said, "Ninety per cent 
of the diseases known to 
man are caused by cheap 
foodstuffs.

However, most 
people attribute the phrase 
“You are what you eat” 
to Adelle Davis, a leading 
spokesperson for the or¬ 
ganic food movement.

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Tech Tips: Windows 10 privacy settings worth checking

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

Microsoft's new Windows 
10 system offers more per¬ 
sonalization than before, 
but it also collects more 
data than people might be 
used to on PCs, from con¬ 
tacts and appointments to 
their physical location and 
even Wi-Fi passwords. 

The information is used by 
Cortana, Microsoft's voice- 
activated digital assistant, 
and other new features 
that try to be helpful by 
remembering a user's likes 
and habits. Apple and 
Google have developed 
similar services for smart¬ 
phones in recent years. Mi¬ 
crosoft’s new features are 
a big part of its strategy 
to make Windows more 
relevant in a world where 
people use multiple devic¬ 
es throughout the day. 
Most of these features get 
turned on when you set up 
Windows 10 with the “Get 
going fast” option. But you 
can take back control and 
disable features in the set¬ 
tings. Here are some ex¬ 
amples: 

WI-FI WORRIES 

A feature called Wi-Fi Sense 
promises to make it easy 
for users and their friends 
to connect with new Wi-Fi 
networks. It lets Windows 10 
computers log in automati¬ 
cally to known networks, so 
your friends don’t have to 
ask for the password when 
they visit. 

Despite some initial reports, 
Wi-Fi Sense doesn’t hand 
over your password to all 
your friends. Instead it stores 
your password online in an 
encrypted form. It then 
provides that encrypted 
code to your friend’s Win¬ 
dows 10 device so it can 
automatically log into your 
network. Your friends never 
actually see the password. 


and Microsoft says your 
friends won't get access to 
other computers or files on 
the network. 

Even so, critics say the fea¬ 
ture shares too freely, as 
you can’t choose which 
friends to share with — only 
with your full list of friends 
or contacts on Facebook, 
Outlook.com or Skype. To 
disable this, open the “Set¬ 
tings" menu in Windows 10, 
select “Network & Internet" 
and click on “Manage Wi-Fi 
Settings.” You can uncheck 
groups you don’t want to 
share with. You can also 
choose not to share ac¬ 
cess to a particular network 
when you log in for the first 
time; just uncheck the box 
next to “Share network with 
my contacts.” 

But if you let friends manu¬ 
ally log into your network by 
giving them your password, 
be aware they might be 
able to share the password 
via Wi-Fi Sense with their 
friends. You can ask them 
not to, or completely block 


Wi-Fi Sense by changing 
your Wi-Fi network’s name 
to include the underscore 
followed by these charac¬ 
ters: optout. 

CORTANA KNOWS YOU 

Many people are used to 
voice-activated servic¬ 
es like Apple’s Siri or “OK 
Google” on smartphones 
and tablets. Windows 10 
brings Microsoft’s digital 
assistant, Cortana, to desk¬ 
tops and laptops. Cortana 
can answer questions, re¬ 
mind you of appointments 
and even recommend 
nearby restaurants. But to 
do that, Cortana uploads 
and saves information 
about your Web browsing, 
search queries and loca¬ 
tion, as well as some details 
from your messages, con¬ 
tacts and calendar. 
Microsoft says it doesn't 
use the Cortana person¬ 
alization to target ads. 
Nor will it use your emails, 
chats or personal files for 
advertising. But it does tai¬

lor ads to websites visited 
with its Edge browser and 
queries made on its Bing 
search engine, including 
queries through Cortana. 
(Google's browser and 
search engine do this, too.) 
You can review what Cor¬ 
tana knows about you: 
Click on the search field 
in the lower left of your 
screen, then click the 
“Notebook” icon and se¬ 
lect “About Me” to edit or 
delete individual items. If 
you want to turn Cortana 
off, open “Notebook,” 
click on “Settings” and tog¬ 
gle Cortana to “Off.” That 
clears information stored 
on the device, but not the 
data uploaded to Micro¬ 
soft’s servers. To get to that, 
open “Notebook,” choose 
“Settings” and click “Man¬ 
age what Cortana knows 
about me in the cloud." 

MORE PRIVACY SETTINGS 

Anyone concerned about 
privacy should take a run 
through the “Privacy” sec¬ 


tion of the Windows 10 
“Settings" menu. This is dif¬ 
ferent from the “Settings" 
menu for Cortana. You find 
it by clicking on the Win¬ 
dows icon in the lower left 
of your screen. 

Windows 10 assigns each 
user on each device a 
unique “advertising ID,” 
which lets app develop¬ 
ers track how each person 
uses the device and apps. 
If that bothers you, you'll 
find the button to turn it 
off by going to “Settings" 
and opening the “Privacy" 
section. You might have to 
hit the back arrow at the 
top left if you’re already in 
another section. Click on 
“General” in the left-hand 
column to turn off adver¬ 
tising ID. You might still get 
ads, but they won’t be tai¬ 
lored to you. 

Similarly, open “Privacy" 
and click on “Location” to 
turn off location-tracking or 
clear the history of where 
you've traveled with your 
laptop, tablet or Windows 
phone. Another heading 
under “Privacy” has the 
innocuous title of “Other 
devices.” That's where you 
can turn off the ability to 
“Sync with devices." That 
feature lets apps on your 
device share information 
with things like store-track¬ 
ing beacons, which send 
you ads as you walk near¬ 
by. If that sounds creepy, 
turn it off. Some critics com¬ 
plain that Microsoft hasn’t 
been more up front about 
all the ways Windows 10 
collects user information. 
But you can find most of 
them by scrolling through 
the nooks and crannies of 
the “Settings” menu. That's 
a good thing to do with 
any new software program 
or Internet service. It’s also 
good to go back there 
from time to time to make 
sure the settings match 
your comfort level.Q

Stocks started the 
day sharply lower and 
never recovered, with the 
Dow Jones industrial av¬ 
erage falling as much as 
548 points. No part of fhe 
market was spared. All 10 
sectors of fhe Standard & 
Poor’s 500 index fell more 
than 2 percent. Just three 
stocks in the S&P 500 closed 
higher.

Faced with the possibility of 
slowing demand in China, 
the commodity markets 
once again took the brunt 
of the hit. 

U.S. crude oil fell $3.79 to 
close at $45.41 a barrel in 
New York. Brent Crude, a 
benchmark tor internation¬ 
al oils used by many U.S. re¬ 
fineries, fell $4.59 to close at 
$49.56 in London. 

Energy stocks were once 
again among the biggest 
decliners. Exxon Mobil fell 
nearly 4 percent and Chev¬ 
ron fell 2.5 percent.

In a sign of how battered 
energy companies have 
been this year, Cono- 
coPhillips announced it 
was laying off 10 percent 
of its workers, roughly 1,800 
workers, as a reaction this 
year's plunge in oil prices. 
Along with worries about 
China, speculation about 
whether or not the Federal 
Reserve will raise interest 
rates as soon as this month 
continues to weigh on mar¬ 
kets. □ 


You think the stock market 
is crazy? Look at oil prices.

NEW YORK (AP) — Com¬ 
modity markets are re¬ 
nowned for their booms 
and busts but the last 
four days in the crude oil 
market have even experi¬ 
enced traders wide-eyed. 
The price of oil plunged 
8 percent on Tuesday, 
following a three-day as¬ 
cent of 27 percent, the 
biggest such jump in 25 
years. 

“It’s wild!” said Phil Fly¬ 
nn, energy analyst at 
the Price Futures Group. 
“Buckle up." 

The stock market has been 
volatile too, but nothing 
like oil. The S&P 500 has 
moved up or down by 
6 percent or more only 
once since 2008. Oil has 
moved by at least 6 per¬ 
cent each of the last four 
trading days. 

Big moves — mostly down 
— have been a hallmark 
of the oil market over the 
past year. Starting last 
summer oil began to fall, 
sliding from near $100 to 
under $45 in March. U.S. 
oil production was boom¬ 
ing, OPEC nations kept oil 
flowing and even rising 
demand wasn't enough 
to absorb the flood of oil. 
Then oil’s moves became 
more sudden in the spring 
and summer. Oil rose 25 
percent in April. It fell 21 
percent in July. It sunk to a 
low of $38.24 last Monday, 
the lowest price since the 
depths of the recession in 
2009. 

The big decline in price 
was easy to explain. 
Against a backdrop of ris¬ 
ing global supplies came 
mounting evidence from 
around the world that 
demand for oil would be 
far less than expected. 
The plummeting stock 
markets in China and the 
government’s decision to 
devalue its currency led 
to fears that economic 
growth there was slow¬ 
ing sharply. Japan, the 
world’s third largest oil 
consumer, revealed that 
its economy contracted 
in the second quarter. 
And economic growth in 
Europe appeared to be 


in peril as the Greek debt 
crisis worsened. 

At the same time, the 
U.S. and Iran reached an 
agreement that could 
lift sanctions against the 
OPEC nation, paving the 
way for more Iranian oil to 
return to the market, add¬ 
ing to already high sup¬ 
plies. 

But the market was clear¬ 
ly uncomfortable with oil 
under $40, traders say. 
And at any sign that per¬ 
haps supply and demand 
weren’t quite so out of 
whack, they were ready 
to buy. 

China's stock market 
soared last week, a pos¬ 
sible signal that the worst 
was over. On Monday the 
U.S. Energy Department 
changed how it estimates 
domestic oil production 
and revised its numbers 
significantly lower. 

A bulletin from OPEC sug¬ 
gested the cartel might 
be ready to work with 
other nations to restrict 
production. 

Traders bought, and 
bought, and bought, 
leading to the nearly 30 
percent jump in prices 
over the span of a few 
days. 

Stiil, some traders weren’t 
impressed. Citibank’s Ed 
Morse wrote on Mon¬ 
day that the surge was a 
“false starf” brought on 
by trading technicalities, 
a “gross misrepresenta¬ 
tion” of OPEC's intentions 
and confusion abouf fhe 
Energy Department’s 
new methodologies. He 
predicted oil would head 
lower. 

That call looked prescient 
Tuesday when oil plunged 
$3.79 a barrel, or 7.7 per¬ 
cent, to close at $45.41 
as weak manufacturing 
data out of China raised 
concerns — again — 
about economic growth 
there.

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ConocoPhillips plans to cut 10 percent of its workforce

NEW YORK (AP) — Energy 
company ConocoPhil¬ 
lips, which has already cut 
1,000 jobs this year, says it 
will eliminate around 1,810 
more positions following a 
plunge that took oil pric¬ 
es to their lowest levels in 
years. 

The company said Tuesday 
it is eliminating 10 percent 


of its workforce. The big¬ 
gest proportion of the job 
cuts will be in North Amer¬ 
ica. ConocoPhillips plans 
to eliminate more than 500 
jobs in Houston, where it is 
based. 

In a statement, Cono¬ 
coPhillips said it’s making 
the cuts because the en¬ 
ergy industry is in a “dra¬ 
matic downturn.” 
ConocoPhillips had 18,100 


employees on June 30. 

Oil prices have plunged 
because of a supply glut 
that built up as produc¬ 
tion increased and growth 
in the global economy 
slowed. The health of Chi¬ 
na’s economy, the sec¬ 
ond-largest in the world, is 
a dominant concern. In re¬ 
sponse to falling oil prices 
almost all energy compa¬ 
nies have either cut spend¬ 


ing on exploration or cut 
jobs, often both, and many 
have seen big drops in their 
stock prices. Oil and gas 
and drilling services com¬ 
panies have said they’ll 
cut tens of thousands of 
positions. The biggest oil¬ 
field service company, 
Schlumberger, is eliminat¬ 
ing 20,000 jobs. 
ConocoPhillips said in July 
that it lost $179 million in the 


second quarter because of 
the drop in oil prices. It said 
it was preparing for a pe¬ 
riod of lower and more vol¬ 
atile prices and also pared 
its spending forecasts. The 
company said Tuesday it 
is reducing spending and 
paring back deep water 
exploration work, but job 
cuts were also needed to 
make it stronger and more 
competitive.O 


US auto market remains bright spot as China pulls back

DETROIT (AP) — As China’s 
auto market recoils, the 
U.S. remains a bright spot 
as it rolls on toward its best 
performance in more than 
a decade. 

China is still the No. 1 mar¬ 
ket, but sales there are 
slowing as the economy 
cools and cities impose 
car ownership limits to curb 


smog and congestion. At 
the same time, U.S. sales 
remain on pace to top 17 
million this year for the first 
time since 2001. 

It's a reversal from six years 
ago, when U.S. vehicle 
sales plunged during the 
recession and China eas¬ 
ily surpassed the U.S. as the 
world’s largest car market. 
At least temporarily, auto¬ 
makers are left to rely on 


the U.S. — and a recover¬ 
ing Western Europe auto 
market — for sales growth. 
Sales figures for August re¬ 
leased Tuesday by Swe¬ 
den's Volvo Cars tell the 
story: Volvo's U.S. vehicle 
sales jumped 18.3 percent 
as the new XC90 SUV went 
on sale, and they rose 6.5 
percent in Europe. But its 
sales in China plunged 10 
percent. One of every five 


vehicles Volvo sells globally 
is sold in China. 

All major automakers re¬ 
leased U.S. sales figures 
Tuesday. Total sales fell less 
than 1 percent to 1.58 mil¬ 
lion, but primarily because 
sales for a late-arriving La¬ 
bor Day weekend will be 
included in September 
figures. Labor Day is typi¬ 
cally a big sales weekend 
as dealers hold model 
year-end clearance sales. 
Last year the holiday was 
counted as part of August 
sales. 

Global figures for August 
will be released later this 
month. 

Increasingly confident U.S. 
consumers are being lured 
to dealerships by low inter¬ 
est rates, low gas prices 
and enticing new small 
SUVs like the Jeep Ren¬ 
egade and Honda HR-V 
despite some angst in the 
stock market caused by 
fears of the economic 
slowdown in China. 

For August, Ford reported 
a 5-percent gain as sales 
of its new F-150 gained 
steam, and Fiat Chrysler’s 
sales rose 2 percent thanks 
to strong demand for Jeep 


SUVs. Hyundai’s sales were 
up 3 percent thanks to its 
new Santa Fe SUV. General 
Motors' U.S. sales were flat 
last month; it saw strong 
demand for the Chevrolet 
Silverado pickup but Cadil¬ 
lac sales declined. 

Toyota's U.S. sales fell 9 
percent and Honda’s sales 
fell 7 percent, hurt by their 
car-heavy lineups in a mar¬ 
ket where buyers want 
SUVs. Volkswagen's sales 
dropped 8 percent. Nis¬ 
san’s sales were flat. 

In Western Europe, car 
sales have risen for 22 
months in a row, coming 
off a trough caused by the 
global recession and the 
debt and financial crisis in 
fhe countries that use the 
euro currency. Sales were 
up 7 percent through July, 
according to LMC Auto¬ 
motive. 

Lower European oil prices 
have put more money in 
consumer’s pockets, and 
governments have eased 
austerity cutbacks aimed 
at reducing debt. But sales 
in Eastern Europe tumbled 
11 percent because of the 
deteriorating economy in 
Russia.Q

made since industrial plas¬ 
tic production began in 
the 1950s.” 

She combined computer 
simulations of locations of 
the garbage and the birds, 
as well as their eating hab¬ 
its, to see where the worst 
problems are. 

Hardesty’s work found 
that the biggest prob¬ 
lem strangely isn't where 
there’s the most garbage, 
such as the infamous gar¬ 
bage patch in the central 
north Pacific Ocean. In¬ 
stead it’s where there’s the 
greatest number of differ¬ 
ent species, especially in 
the southern hemisphere 
near Australia and New 


Zealand. 

Areas around North Amer¬ 
ica and Europe are better 
off, she said. By reducing 
plastic pellets, Europe is 
even seeing fewer of those 
plastic bits in one key bird, 
the northern fulmar, she 
said. Some species of al¬ 
batross and shearwaters 
seem to be the most prone 
to eating plastic pieces. 
Birds mistake plastic bits 
for fish eggs, so “they think 
they’re getting a proper 
meal but they’re really 
getting a plastic meal,” 
Hardesty said. 

Usually it’s incredibly tiny 
pieces of plastic, but Hard¬ 
esty has seen far bigger 


things, such as an entire 
glow stick and three bal¬ 
loons in a single short-tailed 
shearwater bird. 

“I have seen everything 
from cigarette lighters... to 
bottle caps to model cars. 
I’ve found toys,” Hardesty 
said. 

And it’s only likely to get 
worse. By 2050, 99 per¬ 
cent of seabirds will have 
plastic in them, Hardesty’s 
computer model forecast. 
That prediction "seems as¬ 
tonishingly high, but prob¬ 
ably not unrealistic," said 
American University envi¬ 
ronmental scientist Kiho 
Kim, who wasn’t part of 
the study but praised it.Q

WASHINGTON (AP) — As 

many as nine out of 10 of 
the world’s seabirds likely 
have pieces of plastic in 
their guts, a new study es¬ 
timates. 

Previously, scientists figured 
about 29 percent of sea¬ 
birds had swallowed plas¬ 
tic, based on older studies. 
An Australian team of sci¬ 
entists who have studied 
birds and marine debris for 
decades used computer 
models to update those 
figures, calculating that far 


more seabirds are affect¬ 
ed, according to a new 
study published Monday 
in the journal Proceedings 
of the National Academy 
of Sciences. 

“It’s pretty astronomical,” 
said study co-author De¬ 
nise Hardesty, senior re¬ 
search scientist at the 
Australian federal sci¬ 
ence agency. She said 
the problem with plastics 
in the ocean is increasing 
as the world makes more 
of the stuff. “In the next 
11 years we will make as 
much plastic as has been 


GENEVA (AP) — After three 
years of scrutinizing the elu¬ 
sive Higgs boson closely, 
scientists say they've de¬ 
termined that the “God 
particle” behaves just as 
predicted. 

The European Organiza¬ 
tion for Nuclear Research, 
known by its French acro¬ 
nym CERN, said Tuesday 
two experiments that pre¬ 
viously helped confirm the 
particle have produced 
the most precise measure¬ 
ments yet of its decay and 
interaction with other par¬ 
ticles. 

The results largely match 
with the predictions of the 
Standard Model, which 
explains how much of the 
universe works at the sub¬ 
atomic level. CERN and 
other physicists are trying 
to establish the accuracy 
of that model. 

Now scientists will be able 
to use the Higgs boson as a 
reference for further study, 
opening up the possibility 
of discovering new physics 


phenomena. 

“There is much benefit in 
combining the results of 
large experiments to reach 
the high precision needed 
for the next breakthrough 
in our field,” CERN’s direc¬ 
tor general Rolf Heuer said 
in a statement. 

CERN’s Large Hadron Col¬ 
lider, located in a 27-kilo¬ 
meter (16.8-mile) tunnel 
beneath the Swiss-French 
border, was instrumental in 


the discovery of the Higgs 
boson. The subatomic par¬ 
ticle had long been theo¬ 
rized but wasn’t confirmed 
until 2013. 

The collider was recently 
given a $150 million up¬ 
grade that allows atoms to 
be smashed together with 
even greater force, allow¬ 
ing it to recreate condi¬ 
tions similar to those during 
the earliest moments of the 
universe. □

Whitaker urges lawmakers to

UNITED NATIONS (AP) — 

Oscar-winning actor and 
U.N. goodwill ambassa¬ 
dor Forest Whitaker urged 
world lawmakers on Mon¬ 
day to speak out to help 
former child soldiers in 
Uganda, South Sudan and 
Myanmar, 

gang members in Mexico 
and the United States, and 
orphans in Syria and other 
countries. 

He said many young peo¬ 
ple around the world feel 
marginalized because no¬ 
body listens to them and 
believe their only recourse 
is violence and extremism. 
Whitaker is the special en¬ 
voy for peace and recon¬ 
ciliation for the U.N. Educa¬ 
tional, 

Scientific and Cultural Or¬ 
ganization and was the 
keynote speaker at the 
Fourth World Conference 
of Parliament Speak¬ 
ers held by the Inter-Par¬ 
liamentary Union which 


opened Monday. 

He said he found during a 
decade of work with young 
men and women that they 
share “deep and wide¬ 
spread discontentment 
with the political status 
quo” and are struggling “to 


define their identities and 
discover their purposes." 
“You have to help these 
people find their way so 
they can stand strong,” 
Whitaker told parliament 
speakers from more than 
120 countries. □

LONDON (AP) — The au¬ 
thor of the new James 
Bond novel apologized on 
Tuesday after he said that 
British actor Idris Elba is “too 
street” to play 007. 

In an interview with the 
Daily Mail newspaper pub¬ 
lished over the weekend, 
Anthony Horowitz, the au¬ 
thor of the new Bond novel 


“Trigger Mortis," said Elba is 
“too ‘street’ for Bond.” 

Elba, 42, has been rumored 
to be among the actors 
considered to replace 
Daniel Craig as the next 
Bond. He would be the first 
black actor to play the spy 
should he be cast. 

“Idris Elba is a terrific ac¬ 
tor, but I can think of other 
black actors who would 
do it better,” Horowitz was 
quoted saying. “It's not a 
color issue ... Is it a question 
of being suave? Yeah." 
Horowitz said Tuesday 
he was thinking of Elba's 
gritty detective role in the 
BBC crime drama “Luther” 
during the interview, and 
didn’t mean to cause of¬ 
fense. 

“In the article I expressed 
the opinion that to my 
mind Adrian Lester would 
be a better choice but I'm 
a writer not a casting di¬ 
rector so what do I know?" 
he said in a statement that 
was posted to his Twitter 
account. □

What makes the story 
ultimately work is author 
Hester Young's amazing
